Mr.  Chairman,  Councillors, 

I am  pleased  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  ♦ Dr.  K.  Adams 
was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your  district  until  the  30th  September 
when  he  resigned  but  carried  out  his  duties  until  the  31 st  January,  1972. 

You  will  observe  from  the  vital  statistics  that  there  has  been  a fall  in 
the  1971  estimated  mid-year  population  of  Beaminster  Rural  District, 
although,  there  were  more  births  than  last  year,  and  only  a small  number 
of  deaths  in  excess  of  this  year’s  births. 

Since  the  local  adjusted  birth  rate  has  risen  from  last  year  this  drop 
in  population  cannot  be  blamed  on  the  national  campaign  for  planned 
parenthood,  nor,  on  the  ever  increasing  implimentat ion  of  the  Abortion 
Act  of  19671  Looking  further  into  the  Registrar  General's  figures  in 
1969  and  1970  it  would  appear  that  1971  is  the  year  that  the  removal  of 
the  residents  of  Stoke  Water  in  1969  and  1970,  is  making  its  impact  on 
the  population  figures.  The  removal  of  these  elderly  people  would  also 
slightly  alter  the  comparability  figure.  So  despite  statistics,  it  seems 
that  Beaminster  Rural  District's  social  topography  remains  much  the  same 
this  year,  as  last. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  Beaminster' s corrected  death  rate  is 
lower  than  that  of  the  national  average  - The  greater  number  of  people 
dying  in  the  65  to  74  and  75  and  over  age  groups.  The  main  killer 
diseases  here  being  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease,  Cerebrovascular  Disease  and 
Pneumonia  - most  of  the  Pneumonias  occurring  as  a terminal  event  in 
people  of  the  75  and  over  age  group. 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease  this  year. 
Tuberculosis,  despite  the  much  discussed  withdrawal  of  the  Mass  X-Ray 
Service,  has  not  increased. 

Human  Brucellosis  is  a non-notifiable  disease,  affecting  mainly  animal 
handlers  and  those  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to  drink  raw  infected  milk. 
It  does  occur  occasionally,  despite  the  Milk  Sampling  Officer's  diligent 
ring  testing  of  all  untreated  milk  from  Producer/ Retailers  and  those 
with  consents  and  licenses  for  catering  sales. 


The  eradication  scheme  for  Brucellosis  moves  forward,  hampered  perhaps 
by  its  voluntary  nature,  and  because  of  the  expense  to  farmers  of 
joining  the  scheme  with  approved  herds  free  of  reactors.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Government  will  bring  compensation  for  the  slaughter  of  good 
milking  cows  up  to  market  value,  when  reactors  will  become  less  elusive. 

In  a large  dairy  county  such  as  Dorset,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know 
the  results  of  routine  screening  tests  on  persons  at  risk,  who,  while 
not  suffering  from  acute  more  easily  diagnosed  manifestations  of  human 
Brucellosis,  show  bacteriological  evidence  of  infection. 

I would  like  to  mention  the  Food  Hygiene  Lectures  given  in  Beaminster 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Pickford,  to  adult  audiences. 

Health  education  either  to  young  or  adult  audiences  has  not  been  easy 
to  obtain.  Mr.  Pickf.ord  has  chosen  to  add  to  his  duties  by  tackling 
this  important  subject  in  the  field  of  health  education  and  he  plans 
to  continue-  on  the  same  theme  next  year. 

Reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  Health  Services  draw  nearer. 
In  the  meantime,  your  Department  will  continue  its  routine  and  necessary 
work  to  maintain  the  environmental  health  of  your  district. 

I have  to  thank  Mrs.  Jean  Denner,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's 
secretary,  for  her  assistance  in  compiling  this  report.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  there  were  no  new  cases,  no  transfers 
and  no  deaths  in  1971  in  the  Beaminster  Rural  District. 

Mass  X-Ray  facilities  have  been  withdrawn  for  sometime  and  there 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  since  their  withdrawal. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  I/hooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  notified  during  1971 « 

Measles 


The  number  of  cases  for  1971  is  27  and  this  low  figure  shows  the 
benefit  of  the  immunisation  programme  against  Measles  carried  out 
by  the  local  health  authority. 

Rubella 


Vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  continues  to  be  offered 
to  all  girls  between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays  but  some  time 
will  elapse  before  the  reduction  in  births  of  children  handicapped 
by  Rubella  in  the  mother  can  be  noted. 

Smallpox 

Smallpox  vaccinations  are  now  carried  out  in  special  cases  by  the 
family  doctors  concerned  and  was  withdrawn  as  a public  health 
service  in  November  1971*

Infective  Jaundice 

There  was  one  case  of  Infective' Jaundice  notified  during  1971* 

Gamma  globulin  injections  were  administered  to  all  the  family  contacts 
and  no  further  cases  developed. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  or  Dysentery  in  the  Beaminster 
Rural  District  during  1971  notified.  One  positive  case  came  into  the 
district  from  another  area  of  Dorset  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Typhoid 

A family  living  in  Beaminster  holidayed  in  Tangier s,  Morocco,  where  they 
had  contact  with  a fellow  holiday  maker  who  was  later  diagnosed  as 
suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  This  family  was  followed  up  by  the 
Department  but  did  not  develop  any  clinical  or  bacteriological  signs  of 
Typhoid  Fever. 

Cholera 

Certain  areas  in  Spain  were  designated  endemic  for  Cholera.  Twelve 
travellers  from  Beaminster  passed  through  these  areas  before  returning 
home.  These  cases  were  put  under  surveillance  for  the  appropriate  time. 

Brucellosis 

There  were  three  cases  of  acute  Brucellosis  in  the  District  this  year. 
This  is  not  a notifiable  disease. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number. of.  immunisations  carried  out 
in  Schools  and  Clinics  during  1971  in  the  Rural  District.  I am 
indebted  to  the  Department  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  these  figures.

There  were  two  health  education  talks  given  in  Beaminster  Rural  District 
during  1971,  one  on  Mothercraft  and  Child  Care  and  the  other  on  Health 
and  Health  Services.  Both  these  talks  were  given  by  the  Health  Visitor. 
Mr.  Pickford,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  also  gave  a series  of  talks 
on  Food  Hygiene. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ( AMENDMENT)  ACT  1951 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Act  by  which  persons 
living  in  insanitary-  conditions,  unable  -to  care  for  themselves,  not 
receiving  help  from  others  and  unwilling  to  go  to  hospital,  can  be 
removed  to  places  of  safety  on  an  order  signed  by  a Magistrate. 

WELFARE  OF  THE.  ELDERLY

REHOUSING  ON  MEDICAL  GROUNDS

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER 

Water  containing  1 part  per  million  of  Fluoride  is  accepted  by  the  various 
medical  associations  (the  British  Modical  Association,  British  Dental 
Association,  the  United  States  Public  Health  Department,  etc.)  as  being 
the  amount  of  fluoride  contained  in  water  supplies  to  give  the  greatest 
benefit  to  childrens  first  and  second  dentitions.  Beaminster  Rural 
District  water  supplies  contain  0.1  parts  per  million.  (From  Langdon 
0.05}  from  Hooke  0.1}  from  Corscombe  0.05).

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INTRODUCTION 


The  year  has  been  a busy  one  for  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  objective  set  in  1970  to  deal  in  some  detail  with  food  establishments 
and  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act 
has  been  achieved  and  is  reported  on  in  the  appropriate  sections. 

The  work  on  improvement  grants  continues  to  occupy  a considerable  amount 
of  the  department’s  time  but  is  felt  to  be  justified  in  view  of  the 
importance  attached  to  the  work  by  the  Council  and  by  Central  Government. 

It  has  now  become  obvious  that  two  other  aspects  of  Environmental  Health 
require  more  attention.  These  are  in  the  field  of  unfit  houses  and 
water  supplies.  In  order  to  deal  more  systematically  with  these  subjects 
it  is  necessary  to  have  accurate  details  of  conditions  as  they  are  at 
present  and  these  can  only  be  obtained  by  a ’house  to  house1  survey  of 
the  district.  Prospects  of  such  a survey  being  made  with  existing  staff 
are  remote.  The  impact  of  Local  Government  reorganisation  is  now  being 
felt  and  attendance  at  various  panels  and  preparation  of  data  and  reports 
is  making  inroads  into  the  department’s  time.  The  amount  of  work  in  this 
direction  must  be  expected  to  increase  over  the  next  two  years. 
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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 


The  campaign  for  improved  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  has 
continued  throughout  the  year.  A total  of  300  visits  was  made  and  it 
was  necessary  in  9 cases  to  draw  the  trader's  attention  to  defects 
by  letter. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  licensed  premises  and  methods 
of  glass  washing  have  been  discussed  with  many  publicans.  The  use  of 
a combined  detergent/ sterilizer  is  strongly  advocated  and  there  are 
signs  that  this  advice  is  being  followed  in  some  public  houses.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  swab  tests  of  glasses  at  some  licensed  premises  were 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Dorchester. 

The  results  were  good  and  may  be  taken  as  some  indication  of  the  success 
of  the  education  policy.  I am -indebted  to- Dr i Tee'  of  the  Dorchester 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  willing  and  valuable  assistance  in  this 
respect. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  require  wash  basins  to  be  provided  in  food 
premises  where  food  handlers  can  get  at  them  quickly  and  easily  from 
their  workplace.  These  personal  washing  facilities  must  not  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose  and  hence  it  is  not  permissible  to  use  a bar  or  kitchen 
sink.  In  my  opinion,  some  Public  Houses  do  not  have  separate  wash  basins 
reasonably  accessible  and  there  has  been  some  reluctance  to  provide  the 
additional  facilities.  In  view  of  the  policy  of  education  and  persuasion, 
no  enforcement  action  has,  yet  been  taken  but  this  may  become  necessary  if 
the  reluctance  continues. 

.1. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report,  arrangements  are  being  made  for  a 
short  course  in  hygiene  for  members  of  the  licensed  trade.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  will  take  place  in  April,  1972,  and  that  it  will  receive 
support  from  licensees. 

During  the  year,  talks  on  "Safe  Food”  v/ere  given  to  11  branches  of  the 
Women’s  Institute  within  the  District.  This  was  a gratifying  response 
and  the  talks  were  well  received.  Copies  of  the  department’s  booklet 
"Safe  Food"  were  distributed  on  each  occasion. 

On  1st  March,  1971?  a new  set  of  regulations  came  into  force  in  the  form 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970.  They  are  based  on  the 
former  regulations  but  some  new  provisions  have  been  introduced. 

Amongst  the  new  requirements  are  the  followings- 

l).  Unsound  food  must  be  separated  from  sound  food  and  enough  space 

must  be  provided  for  sorting  the  food  and  storing  the  waste  while  it 
awaits  disposal. 

. Open  food  must  be  protected,  where  necessary,  against  such  things  as 
dirt  and  the  actions  of  customers,  by  the  fitting  of  covers  or  screens.

3) .  Pet  food  can  only  be  kept  in  a food  room  if  it  is  packed  in  a sealed 

can  or  other  container.  This  does  not  apply  to  bones  and  pieces 
which  butchers  sell  for  feeding  to  pets  but  which  could  properly  be 
sold  for  human  food. 

4) »  Most  handlers  of  open  food  must  wear  clean  and  washable  oyerclothing. 

5)  • The  packing  or  storing  of  eggs9  fruit  or  vegetables  on  farm  premises 

is  made  subject  to  a number  of  the  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

A circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  occupiers  of  all  food  premises  drawing 
their  attention  to  the  new  regulations  and  enclosing  an  explanatory  leaflet 

A circular  letter  was  also  distributed  during  the  year,  setting  out  a 
code  of  practice  for  the  retailing  of  fresh  meat  pies.

Poultry  Inspection 

The  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  poultry  processing  station 
anticipated  in  my  last  annual  report  did  not  materialise  in  1971  and 
the  premises  remain  unsatisfactory.  Further  discussions  with  the 
proprietor  have  taken  place  and  I have  been  informed  that  the  alterations 
will  be  effected  during  1972.  Methods  of  cleaning  and  the  chlorination 
of  cooling  water  also  require  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  following 
the  reconstruction  programme  it  will  be  possible  to  persuade  the  proprietor 
to  revise  his  methods. 

Inspection  of  birds  is  carried  out  by  spotters  who  are  members  of  the 
proprietor’s  staff.  This  appears  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory  but  I am 
of  the  opinion  that  closer  supervision  by  myself  is  desirable. 

The  premises  are  visited  once  weekly  and  it  is  proving  difficult  to 
increase  the  frequency  of  visits  due  to  time  available.

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  at  which  meat  inspection 
is  carried  out  twice  weekly.  The  improved  standard  of  hygiene  reported 
last  year  has  been  maintained  and  there  are  no  serious  problems.

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THE  MEAT  (STERILIZATION)  REGULATIONS  1969 

These  regulations  require  all  unfit  meat  and  offal  from  a slaughterhouse 
or  any  meat  or  offal  from  a knacker's  yard  to  he  sterilized  before  removal 
from  the  premises.  Exemptions  are  provided  if  the  meat  or  offal  is  conveyed 
in  either  locked  containers  or  locked  vehicles  to  a processor  or  other 
approved  premises.  A notice  is  required  to  be  displayed  on  the  container 
or  vehicle  stating  that  the  meat  is  not  for  human'  consumption  and  a 
delivery  note  must  be  provided  listing  the  quantity  and  description  of  the 
meat.  In  September,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  issued  a circular 
drawing  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  and  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  has  also  discussed  the 
subject  with  me. 

The  regulations  affect  both  the  slaughterhouse  and  knacker's  yard  in  this 
district.  In  the  case  of  the  slaughterhouse,  only  small  amounts  of 
condemned  offal  are  produced  and  no  difficulty  has  so  far  presented  itself. 
However,  in  the  case  of  the  knacker's  yard,  several  bins  of  waste  meat  and 
offal  - which  has  not  been  sterilized  - are  collected  weekly  by 
Messrs.  Springfields  of  Bristol  and  the  regulations  are  not  being  complied 
with.  In  particular,  it  is  not  being  conveyed  in  a locked  vehicle  or 
containers. 

I have  had  correspondence  with  Messrs.  Springfields  but  to  date  have 
received  no  satisfaction  from  them.  It  is  clear  that  the  Ministry  attach 
great  importance  to  these  regulations,  and  if  contraventions  continue,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  report  the  matter  to  Committee  for  legal  action.

There  were  no  cases  of  foreign  matter  in  food  reported  to  the  department 
during  the  year. 

Knacker' s Yard 

Conditions  at  the  knacker's  yard  at  Potwell  Gorse  again  deteriorated  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  Repeated  efforts  to  bring  about  improvements  were 
of  no  avail  and  in  July,  the  Housing  & Public  Health  Committee  agreed  to 
legal  action  being  taken.  The  threat  of  prosecution  eventually  brought 
about  some  improvement  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  premises  just 
about  complied  withthe  byelaws*  Legal  proceedings  were  not  instituted. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

35  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  during  the  year  including  7 
comprehensive  general  inspections.  This  completes  the  programme  started 
in  1970  of  making  a general  inspection  of  each  registered  premises*  thus 
all  establishments  have  received  a comprehensive  inspection  over  the  last 
two  years.

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HOUSING 


Unfit  Properties 

The  necessity  for  a house  to  house  survey  of  the  district  remains. 

Without  such  a survey  it  is  impossible  to  deal  systematically  with  the 
unfit  dwellings  within  the  district.  Unfortunately*  experience  over  the 
past  two  years  has  shown  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  making  such  a survey 
under  the  present  work  load.  The  practice  of  dealing  with  unfit  properties 
as  and  when  they  come  to  the  notice  of  the  department  has  therefore 
continued  and  the  following. eleven  dwellings  were  represented  to  the 
Council  during  1971s-

During  the  year,  fourteen  dwellings  which  could  be  considered  unfit  were 
rendered  fit,  mostly  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants.  Of  these,  two 
were  the  subject  of  formal  undertakings  and  one  was  subject  to  a demolition 
order. 

As  a result  of  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957 9 four  families  involving 
six  persons  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

In  three  cases,  housing  defects  were  remedied  by  informal  notices. 

House  in  Multiple  Occupation 

In  1970  a notice  was  served  under  section  15  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961, 
on  the  owner  of  45  Fleet  Street,  Beaminster,  requiring  works  to  be  carried 
out  to  separate  a kitchen  area  from  one  of  the  living  rooms.  The  notice 
expired  on  31st  December,  1970,  but  was  subsequently  extended  to  30th  April, 
1971*  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  securing  compliance  but  the  work 
has  now  been  completed. 
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Improvement  Grants 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  grant  applications  since  the  advent  of  the 
1969  Act  has  been  maintained  and  the  number  of  discretionary  grants 
approved  in  1971  shows  an  increase  of  seven  on  the  previous  year. 

The  work  involved  is  considerable  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  many 
houses  which  would  have  otherwise  been  condemned  have  been  saved  and 
brought  up  to  modern  standards.  256  visits  were  made  relating  to  grant 
applications.  The  number  of  grants  dealt  with  during  the  year  is  as 
followss-

Improvement  Notices 

Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1964  enables  a local  authority  to  require 
compulsory  improvement  upon  representation  by  the  tenant.  No  representations 
were  received  during  1971* 


Qualification  Certificates 

These  certificates  enable  an  owner  to  secure  an  increase  in  rent  by  the 
conversion  of  a controlled  tenancy  to  a regulated  one.  They  can  only  be 
issued  when  a dwelling  possesses  all  the  standard  amenities,  is  in  good 
repair  and  fit  for  human  habitation. 


Certificates  of  Provisional  Approval  are  issued  where  dwellings  lack  the 
standard  amenities  and  the  owner  submits  satisfactory  proposals  to  provide 
them. 

In  1970  only  one  application  was  received  but  in  1971?  activity  in  this 
sphere  increased  as  indicated  by  the  following  figuress-

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PEST  CONTROL. 


The  treatment  of  rodent  infestations  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee.  A free  service  is 
provided  for  domestic  premises.  The  number  of  complaints  and  treatments

Sewers  were  test  baited  in  the  following  parishes?-  Beaminster, 
Broadwindsor,  Powerstock  and  Nettlocombe,  Salwayash  and  Thorncombe. 
Some  infestation  was  found  at  three  points  in  Powerstock  and  at  two 
points  in  Beaminster. 

Other  Pests 


Two  flea  infestations  were  reported  to  the  department  and  disinfestation 
was  carried  out  in  both  cases. 

There  were  eleven  other  complaints  relating  to  Flies,  Wasps,  Ants  and 
Cockroaches.  Advice  or  assistance  with  treatment  was  given  in  each  case. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  question  of  water  supplies  remains  a serious  problem  in  the  Beaminster 
Rural  District.  As  was  pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the 
circumstances  in  those  areas  without  a mains  supply  give  rise  to  expensive 
installation  costs  against  low  revenue  returns,  with  the  result  that  they 
are  placed  low  in  priority  by  the  Water  Authority. 

Private  water  ■"supplies  are'very  numerous  and  these  are  investigated  as  and 
when  they  come  to  the  notice  of  the  department.  When  a polluted  water 
supply  is  discovered,  the  owner  is  notified  and  the  matter  is  followed  up. 
Advice  is  given  on  ways  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  and  various 
measures- are- employed.  This  process  can  often  be  protracted  and  frequent 
resampling  often  becomes  necessary.  15  polluted  sources  were  discovered 
during  1971* 

i 

A total  of  116  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  38  of  these 
revealed  pollution  by  faecal  type  organisms.  7 mains  samples  were  taken, 
all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  surveillance  of  water  supplies  is  an  important  part  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector's  duties  and  must  be  given  a degree  priority  for  some 
years  to-  come.  The  following  investigations  merit  special  mentions- 

Powerst  ock-  - 

The  survey  commenced  in  1970  was  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

The  vast  majority  of  dwellings  in  Powerstock  and  Nettlecombe  villages 
receive  water  from  the  Mappercombe  Estate  supply,  the  number  of  dwellings 
so  served  is  estimated  at  73  • Prom  September,  1970,  to  April,  1971  a 
total  of  28  samples  was  obtained  and  the  supply  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Check  samples  are  now  taken  periodically.  

Apart  from  the  estate  supply,  4 other  privato  sources  were  located. 

3 of  these  were  unsatisfactory  and  the  owners  notified.  One  belonged  to 
the  Vicar  of  Powerstock  and  there  was  considerable  discussion  with  the 
Church  Commissioners.  Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  remedy  the  pollution 
without  success  and  the  installation  of  a filter  and  chlorinator  at  the 
Vicarage  was  finally  resorted  to. 

Langdon  Manor  Estate,  Beaminster 

Following  enquiries  from  one  of  the  tenants  on  the  estate,  this  water  supply 
was  investigated  and  found  to  be  polluted.  Efforts  were  made  to  improve 
the  collecting  area  but  were  unsuccessful.  It  was  then  decided  to  instal 
filters  and  this  has  now  been  done. 
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North  & South  Poorton 


At  the  end  of  1971  a petition  was  received  signed  by  eight:  householders 
in  the  Poorton  area  requesting  that  a supply  of  mains  water  he  provided. 
Investigations  revealed  that  there  were  10:  private  supplies  in  the  area, 
supplying  19  dwellings.  A total  of  33  samples  were  taken  between  February 
and  April , 1972,  and  this  revealed  that  7 of  the  supplies  we re  polluted. 

16  dwellings  were  involved. 


An  approach  was  made  to  the  Dorset  Water  Board  who  stated  that  although  an 
extension  of  the  mains  supply  to  this  area  was  included  in  the  Board’s 
programme , they  were  unable  to  give  any  indication  of  the  date  when  this 
might  be  carried  out  - particularly  in  view  of  the  re-grouping  of  the 
Water  Authorities  on  a national  basis.  If  a supply  was  demanded  under 
Section  36  of  the  Water  Act,  1945?  the  annual  deficit  to  be  borne  by 
Beaminster  R.D.C.  would  be  in  the  region  of  £1,400. 


Under  these  circumstances,  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Committee  decided 
that  the  Chairman  should  meet  the  owners  of  properties  concerned  to  explain 
the  position.  At  this  meeting  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  prospects  of  a 
mains  water  supply  being  provided  were  remote  and  that  efforts  should  be 
made  to , render  existing  supplies  wholesome.  At  the  time  of  compiling  this 
report,  advice  had  been  given  to  all  the  owners  concerned. 

I think  it  is  fair  comment  to  say  that  the  formation  of  larger  water 
authorities  does  little  to  enhance  the  prospects  of  the  more  remote  rural 
areas  arid  the  situation  in  this  particular  case  may  have  been  far  more 
favourable  had  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  remained  in  existence. 

Forde  Abbey,  Thorncombe 

; f 

As  a result  of  complaints  that  the  water  supply  contained  mud,  grit  and 
worms  ah  investigation  of  this  estate’s  water  supply  was  carried  out. 

19  dwellings  were  served  by  a land  spring,  the  water  being  pumped  to  two 
reservoirs  some  distance  from  the  source.  Samples  were  collected  at  source, 
from  the  two  reservoirs  and  from  a cottage  tap  but  all  were  satisfactory 
from  a bacteriological  point  of  view.  The  dirty  condition  of  the  water  was 
brought  to  the  owner’s  attention  and  as  a result,  the  reservoirs  werq  cleaned 
out  and  some  of  the  distribution  pipes  replaced..  ..The  supply,  now  appears  : to 
be  satisfactory. 

Melbury  Osmond 

The  unsatisfactory  state  of  this  water  supply  which  serves  70  dwellings  in 
the  parish  continues  to  give  cause  for  concern.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  in  my  report  for  1970.  It  is  felt  that  the  provision  of  a proper 
collecting  chamber  and  chlorinator  would  go  a long  way  to  solving  the 
problem  and  it  was  hoped  that  Holland  House  Estates  would  have  by  now 
taken  some  action.  Unfortunately,  the  situation  remains  unchanged. 
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The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  dwellings  in  each  parish  with  and 
without  a mrins  water  supply.  Those  parishes  completely  lacking  a mains  supply 
are  underlined. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  1936  & 1961 


NUISANCES 


Luring  1971  a total  of  147  complaints  were  received  by  the  department,  102 
of  which  related  to  rodent  infestation.  There  were  11  complaints 
concerning  insects  of  various  kinds  and  2 flea  infestations.  All  these 
are  referred  to  in  the  section  on  Pest  Control  (Page  25) • 

The  remaining  32  complaints  related  to  a variety  of  matters  including 
unsatisfactory  water  supplies,  stream  pollution,  offensive  odours, 
deposits  of  rubbish,  drainage  nuisances,  keeping  of  pigs  and  two  noise 
nuisances. 

NOISE 


Although  noise  is  not  a major  problem  in  the  district  at  the  present  time, 
two  instances  have  arisen  and  indicate  that  a rural  district  can  be 
affected  by  noise  pollution. 

The  first  complaint  referred  to  noisy  motor  bikes  being  tested  on  private 
premises  in  Beaminster.  Informal  approaches  were  made  to  the  persons 
concerned  and  the  nuisance  has  ceased,  at  least  for  the  time  being. 

The  second  complaint  concerned  the  refrigeration  mechanism  attached  to 
a bulk  milk  storage  tank.  Vibrations  from  the  unit  were  amplified  by  an 
adjoining  roof  structure  and  a local  resident  found  it  disturbed  him 
during  the  night. 

The  matter  was  discussed  with  the  owner  and  with  the  manufacturers  and 
some  improvement  was  achieved.  The  nuisance  has  been  further  alleviated 
by  reducing  the  number  of  hours  during  which  the  equipment  is  in  operation. 

CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I960 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  13  site  licences  in  force,  all  for 
single  caravans.  Early  in  1972  a government  circular  was  received 
drawing  the  Council* s attention  to  the  need  for  adequate  fire  precautions 
on  all  caravan  sites.  The  existing  licence  conditions  did  not  include 
the  provision  of  fire  fighting  equipment  and  new  conditions  relating  to 
fire  precautions  were  added  to  all  existing  licences  forthwith. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  revise  all  the  standard  conditions  attached 
to  site  licences,  the  revised  conditions  being  applied  as  each  licence 
is  renewed. 

THE  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

This  act  is  designed  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  animal  boarding 
establishments  and  two  premises  are  licensed  by  this  authority. 

7 visits  were  made  during  the  year. 
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PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS  1928  & 1936 

42  licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  were  issued  during  1971 
No  comprehensive  inspections  were  carried  out.  It  is  understood  that 
this  administration  will  he  transferred  to  the  new  County  Council 
authority  on  reorganisation. 
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The  following  information  on  Council  Housing,  Sewerage  and  Public 
Cleansing  has  been  kindly  provided  by  the  Engineer  & Surveyor,

COUNCIL  HOUSES 


A unit  of  sheltered  accommodation  in  Clay  Lane,  Beaminster,  for  aged 
persons  was  completed  and  fully  occupied  during  the  year.  It  comprises 
twenty-four  one-bedroom  flats,  four  two-bedroom  bungalows,  a communal 
room,  a guest  bedroom,  central  services  and  a house  for  a resident  warden. 

Schemes  were  also  drawn  up  and  received  approval  for  two  groups  of  six 
two-bedroom  bungalows  at  Woodswater  Lane,  Beaminstor,  and  Gribb  View, 
Thorncombe. 

Since  the  war  438  dwellings,  including  73  bungalows  and  66  flats,  have 
been  built  by  the  Local  Authority  in  the  following  parishess-

Be-, minster 

The  discharge  of  trade  waste  from  the  Unigat.e.  Foods  factory  premrses'  in 
North  Street  into  the  River  Brit  ceased  and  connection  to  the  public  sewers 
was  made  in  July,  1971* 

By  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  824  dwellings,  offices  and  trade 
premises  had  been  connected  and  the  number  of  individual  discharges  to 
watercourses  within  the  sewered  area  had  been  reduced  to  about  8. 

South  Perrott,  Mosterton  and  Chedington 

The  sewage  treatment  works  at  South  Perrott  was  brought  into  commission  in 
July  and  at  the  end  of  December  82  properties  in  -the  three  villages  had 
connected  to  the  sewers.  This  represents  about  68%  of  the  existing  dwellings 

Netherbury 

Construction  commenced  in  August  and  the  scheme  was  approximately  25% 
complete  by  the  year  end. 

Stoke  Abbott 

Construction  commenced  in  August  and  the  scheme  was  approximately  33%  complete 
by  the  year  end, 

Drimpton 

An  outline  scheme  for  this  village  was  received  in  September  and  was  . .. 
finally  accepted  by  the  Council  with  certain  amendments  in  December. 

Hal  sx  ^ck 

A Planning  Advisory  Map  for  the  village  was  adopted  by  the  Dorset  County 
Council  in  August  making  it  possible  for  an  outline  report  on  the  future 
sewage  treatment  requirements  to  be  commenced. 

Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

A free  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptying  service  is  provided  by  the 
Council . 

The  service  is  operated  by  a Contractor  and  is  limited  to  domestic  premises 
where  a main  sewer  is  not  available,  and  one  collection  per  year  of  cesspool 
contents  up  to  a maximum  of  800  gallons  for  each  dwelling. 

The  service  was  introduced  in  1970  and  this  year  343  applications  were 
received  which  represents  a 24%  increase  on  the  number  of  residents  who 
used  the  service  in  the  first  year  of  operation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Domestic  Refuse  Collection 

There  is  a fortnightly  kerbside  collection*  confined  generally  to  public  highways, 
for  the  whole  of  the  district  except  Beaminster  which  has  weekly  collections. 

4 6 new  dwellings  were  occupied  during  the  year  which  increased  the  total  number 
of  domestic  premises  using  the  service  to  3,046.

24  Litter  Bins  are  provided  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  at  lay-bys  on  classified 
roads,  and  these  are  emptied  during  the  normal  domestic  refuse  collection. 

52  Litter  Bins  are  provided  by  the  Council  at  various  sites  within  the  district  and 
these  are  emptied  either  weekoy  or  fortnightly  during  domestic  refuse  collection. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  Council  operate  a partial  street-cleansing  service  which  is  confined  to  the 
immediate  area  of  The  Square,  Beaminster,  and  was  restricted  throughout  the  year  to 
three  man-hours  per  week.
